CUBAN PRESIDENT WANTS

LOS ANGELES WILL GO TO FT. 
WORTH AND BE MOORED 


THERE MONDAY NIGHT 


SAN ANTONIO, Oct. 8.— (.I7)— Aft- 
er circling over this city, thronged 
with visitors for the opening of the 
national American Legion conven- 
tion for more than an hour, the 
monster navy dirigible Los Angeles 
left at 11 o'clock today for Fort 
Worth, where it 
planned to land. 


SAN ANTONIO, Oct. 8.— (.W— The 


giant naval dirigible Los Angeles 
arrived cjyer San Antonio at 9.30 
a. m. today. The ship resembled a 
huge silver colored fish. The letters 
"U. S. Navy" were planly visible. 
Its arrival was Incident to the 


opening of the National American 
Legion convention here today. 


Radio operators at Kelly field 


said after communication with the 
ship that the dirigible planned to 
hang over San Antonio until late 


r*oday, when it will leave for Fort 
'U ^orth where it will be moored to- 
't/ight. 


As San Antonionians 
and 
the 
thousands of legionnaires followed 
the Los Angeles with their eyes 
through a clear sky, T. G. W. Fet- 
tle, a member of the dirigible crew 
radioed the following message: 


"Greeting from the Los Ange- 


les. San Antonio looks mighty good 
to me."

HAVANA. Oct. 8.—H1)—Declaring 


that Cuba has outlived the useful- 
ness of tlie Platt amendment, plac- 
ed in the Cuban constitution almost 
30 years ago through an act of tho 
United States congress, President 
Gerardo Machado intimated that 
Cuba would welcome its repeal in 
an address before the United Span- 
ish war veterans' convention which 
opened here today. 


Statine clearly that Cuba enjoys 


entire sovereientv. the president 
asserted that Cuban national evo- 
lution has made the Platt amend- 
ment morally non-existant, but that 
the United States "due to its own 
traditions ought to be perhaps, tho 
one obliged to repeal it in order to 
have the moral greatness sought in 
the joint resolution of congress and 
allow all the authoirtv of their il- 
lustrious statesmen to shine with- 
out the least shadow."

ed him. "I couldn't take the ship 
back, nor could I control it at all. 
I cut the motor and shouted to the 
girl to let go the stick, but there 
wasn't a chance, and we crashed."

SPAFFORD URGES UNIVERSAL 


DRAFT LEVIED AGAINST ALL 
BEFORE LEGION CONVENTION 


*SAN ANTONIO, Oct. 8.—HI—Rec- 


ommedations that Legionnaires ex- 
amine every candidate for congress 
and the United State." senate to 
determine his attitude toward a 
universal draft in war time were 
laid before the American Legion 
convention here today by Edward 
E. Spafford, retiring 
commander, 


in the course of his address to the 
tenth national convention of the or- 
der here today. 


Commander Spafford also recom- 


mended that the savings which the 
Legion has succeeded in accumulat- 
ing this year be placed in a sinking 
fund, the principal and interest of 
which would be untouched for twen- 
ty years. 


Much of the commander's message 


was devoted to tributes to the staff, 


of men who have worked with him 
this year. He was especially warm 
In his praise of the finance admin- 
istration of the organization 
and 


said that for the first time in the 
history of the organlatlon it would 
be unecessary to borrow money to 
carry the work of the order over 
the new year. 


"The universal draft," Spafford 


said, "should do more for peace ion 
earth than anything written on the 
statute books. 
It should be the 


first order of business 
for 
the 


American Legion until enacted into 
a law." 


By far the greatest space in Com- 


mander Spafford's 
discussion 
of 


Legion work for the year was de- 
voted to rehabilitation and child 
welfare work. 
Monetary awards 


up until June 30, he said, totalled 
$2,788,301 and more 
than 
23,000 


claims were handled by the com- 
mittee in charge of the work.

HEAVY TOLL TAKEN ~ 
IN NEW YORK RESULT 


POISONED LIQUOR 


THIRTEEN DEAD AND FIFTY- 


SEVEN SUFFERING IN 


HOSPITALS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—OD—Four 


deaths, believed by the police to 
be due to alcoholism, were report- 
ed today, making a total of 17 In 
New York over the week-end. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—MO—Thir- 


teen men were dead today, pre- 
sumably of 
alcoholic 
poisoning, 


with 57 other persons in Manhat- 
ton and Brooklyn hospitals suffer, 
ing from the same complaint. Po- 
lice said it was the largest week- 
end death toll 
from that cause 


since new years. 


Dr. Charles Norris, chief medical 


examiner, ascribed 
the unusually 


heavy death toll to the Increase in 
the number of private stills in the 
slum districts and the spread of 
the habit of drinking "smoke," or 
raw alcohol. Most of the dead and 
many of those in hospitals came 
from the lower East Side. 
"Smoke," the name being derived 


from a chemical which Is intro- 
duced to soften the burning effect 
on the throat and which gives the 
alcohol a smoky appearance, 
is 


distilled out of corn mash, pota- 
toes, fruit, and so on, Dr. Norris 
said, and sells for from 5 to 10 
cents a drink. 


DETROIT. Oct. 8.-WV-A spec- 


tacular duel with death in which 
the latter was victorious climaxed 
a crash between two airplanes 300 
feet in the air here vestrday, which 
cost five lives. 


The crash occurred when a plane 


piloted by Russell Paulger, carry- 
ing two passengers, collided with 
one piloted by Captain Clement W. 
Brown of Detroit, who was circling 
a flying field with his fiancee, Miss 
Marjorie Yuill, 27. 


Paulger's plane in attempting to 


dive under the other ship, caught 
on the underpinnine and was rip- 
ped apart. The plane dropped to 
the ground and burst Into flames, 
carrying to their deaths, 
besides 


the pilot, Allen Button, 26, of De- 
troit, and an unidentified man. 


Brown's ship lerked free of the 


midair tanele. with a crippled wing 
and her undernlnnine cone. 


As the field Ground crew and 
_ 


few spectators looked on, the filer 
began to spiral, In an effort 
to 


straighten the damaged wing by 
wind pressure and finally succeed- 
ed in dolne this. After getting the 
plane on an even keel, he swoopd 
down to attempt a landing, made 
perilous by loss of his lower gear. 
As the nlane nearod the earth, the 
wing folded and the pilot, banking 
the plane, again descended. 
The 


drooping wing gradually straight- 
ened out under tho air pressure 


After clrcllnc- a bit. the second 


desperate effort at landing was at- 
tempted. 
But when the ship was 


within 100 feet of the ground 
the 


brolicn wlntr collapsed and flapped 
agaUst the lower parts. 
Out of 


control, the ship nosed down and 
ploughed into the earth. 
Brown 


and his companion were dead when 
witnesses arrived.

convicts are belie\ed to have 
burned to death 
while an 


equal number were injured 
when fire at one a. m., to- 
day swept the wooden dor- 
mitory at the state-owned 
brick plant near here. There 
were 275 prisoners locked-in 
the building when the fire 
broke out. 


A check of the prisoners after 


the fire revewled 20 missing but of 
these, officials believe three escap- 
ed from custody of the guards dur- 
ing the confusion. 


When the ruins had cooled suffi- 


ciently to permit a search to bo 
started, officials said they could 
make out the charred remains of 
at least eleven bodies. 


The fire was discovered by pris- 


oners Peter O'Day, of Dayton, and 
Edward 
Tlllotson, 
of 
Toledo. 


O'Day and Tillotson had been lis- 
tening In on the radio and had Shut 
it off about midnlEht. Shortly aft- 
erward, 
O'Dav 
said he smelled 


smoke comlnir from the South end 
of the bulldintr where the comml- 
sury was located. Ho opened the 
commissary door and found the 
room fiWed with smoke. A moment 
later there was a burst of flames. 


Alarm Is Given. 


O'Day and Tillotson cried "fire" 
and the alarm was taken up and 
echoed 
through 
the 
dormitory 


where the 275 prisoners lay sleep- 
ing. 


The scene of confusion that fol- 


lowed was terrible, prisoners said. 
Tho great room with Its double 
tier of steel bunks was in semi- 
darkness. Awakened bv the cries, 
the bewildered m-lsoners ran about 
helplessly, struggling futllely with 
each other between the rows 
of 


bunks, seeklnir to reach doors and 
windows that were barred. 


I'risoner Proved Hero. 


At this juncture. William O'Mal- 


Icy. a prisoner from Cleveland, be- 
gun his efforts to save the other 
men that made him probably the 
outstanding hero of the occasion. 
O'Mallev and Tony Vacilio, also of 
Cleveland, are 
employed in the 


bakery at the north end of 
the 


building. 
When they heard 
the 


alarm thev rushed to the huge bolt- 
ed door that scnarated 
kitchen, 


bakerv and dining room from the 
dormitory and attempted to open 
it. With the aid of Tex White, ne- 
gro, from Fort Worth, Texas, on 
the dormltorv side of the structure, 
they succeed^ _ln_breaklng down

the door opening another avenue 
of escape. O'Malley estimated 160 
nrisonors made their way to safe- 
ty through that route. 


Shortly after the fire was discov- 


ered, Captain D. H. Howell, com- 
manding the sruard at the brick 
plant, who lives in a house on a 
hill above the plant, was awaken- 
ed by the shouts. He came out im- 
mediately, and ordered the guards 
to open all'the doors. The prison- 
ers who had 
escaped 
from the 


flame-sweet dormitory were hud- 
dled in the office and in the 
age. 


JUNCTION CITY, Ohio, Oct. 8. 


—UP)—Seventeen convicts employed 
in the state-owned brick plant here 
are believed to have perished when 
fire swept the dormitory in which 
275 prisoners were sleeping today. 


Check of the prisoners revealed 
that twenty were missing and of 
these seventeen were bellevd to have 
perished In th flams that destroyed 
the one-story frame structure with- 
in a few minutes after the fire was 
discovered. 
Three of the twenty 


missing are believed by officers in 
charge to have escaped from cus- 
tody. 


Defective wiring in the linen clos- 


et caused the fire. Two exits were 
thrown open by guards while an- 
other was battered down by the 
palnc stricken men, causing 
a 


draft which sent the flames roar- 
ing through the building. 


Herman Blosser, assistant super- 


intendent, said a prisoner named 
Hall had refused to leave his bed, 
while Whitin, superintendent of the 
commissary, 
also had 
perished. 


Eight 
prisoners 
were 
seriously 
burned and removed to the Colum- 
bus penitentiary 
hospital, 
while 


nine others were less seriously in- 
jured. 


Warden's Son In Charge. 
Don Thomas, son of Warden P. 
E, Thomas, of the state prison, ar- 
rived today and took charge of the 
situation. 
He said the uninjured 


prisoners would be transferred to 
the central prison at Columbus and 
to the prison farm at London. 


T. A. Young, superintendent of 
the plant here, left Columbus at 
once to come here, saying after he 
had talked with his men here, that 
he had no doubt the prisoners had 
started the fire. 


Trucks loaded with clothing for 
the prisoners and food to last two 
days left the Columbus penitentiary 
within an hour of receipt of news 
of the fire. 
Panic seized the convicts as they 


were awakened to find the build- 
ing in flames. 


Two of the three exits were open- 


ed by the guards and there was a 
rush to escape, many being injured 
in the scramble. 
The other door 
\vas battered 


down by prisoners and many of 
them escaped. 


Opening of the exits for escape 
created a draft which 
sent the 


flames roaring through the build- 
ing.

Representative L. C. Dyer, 


Republican of the Twelfth 
Missouri district made some 
remarks recently in a news- 
paper interview concerning 
the anti-lynching bill which 
every Southerner 
contem- 


plating supporting Herbert 
Hoover for president should 


, read. Mr. Dyer is author of 
the anti-lynching bill which 
was introduced in 1923 and 
passed the lower house of 
Congress by a two to one 
vote. The measure went to 
the senate and while a ma- 
jority of the Senate was in 
favor of it the Southern Sen- 
ators invoked a filibuster 
and killed the 
bill. With 


Herbert Hoover in the White 
House the anti-lynching bill 
will no doubt become a law 
unless the 
complexion of 


Senate and Congress is con- 
siderably changed. 


Discussing the Senate fili- 


buster Mr. Dyer is quoted as 
saying: "But Herbert Hoov- 
er will bust the 'Solid South' 
to pieces in November." 


The anti-lynching bill is 


intended for the enforce- 
ment of the 
fourtheenth 


amendment, it is pointed out 
by the Republican Congress- 
man who is further quoted 
in the interview as follows: 
"The 
passage of this bill 


would have led to the enact- 
ment of a law for the en- 
forcement of the fifteenth 
amendment also, and would 
have given the negro his 
full rights as guaranteed by 
these constitutional amend- 
ments." 


The congressman further 


' charges inconsistency of the 


Southerners "in demanding 
and bringing about the nulli- 
fication of the 
fourteenth 


and fifteenth amendments 
by their state Legislatures, 
and at the same time de- 
manding the enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment. 
* * * There are 
powerful 


and influential people who 
are ready to demand of Con- 
gress at an 
early session 


laws with an.ple appropria- 
tions that will make these 
two amendments just as ef- 
fective as the eighteenth 
amendment." 


Congressman Dyer also 


thinks Mr. Hoover a great 
politician 
and ' is 
quoted 


as saying so in the fol- 
lowing: 
"It will be seen 


that my views on prohibition 
are not in accord with those 
of Herbert Hoover. But Mr. 
Hoover's stand on prohibi- 
tion has captured the imagi- 
nation of the ardent Demo- 
cratic drys of the South to 
such an extent that they 
have forgotten their Democ- 
racy and have declared for 
Hoover and 
Curtis. And 


they cannot sidestep. Hoov- 
er has their votes bagged. 
Who was it who mistakenly 
said that Herbert Hoover is 
not a good politician?"

concerned. 
The petition detailed 


recent proceedings under the Clay- 
ton Act in which the commission 
refused to allow Mr. Loree to serve 
as a director of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas company because of 
his status as an

of the 


Kansas City Southern company. 


Reviewing the facts' and the ob- 


jections arising to the merger both 
from communities in the territory 
and from other railroads, it was 
explained that the directors of the 
Missouri.
